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Quartette of Murderers Executed 
at Louisville. 


‘Two Whites and Two Negroes Pay 
the Law’s Penalty.| 


THE DROP FELL AT 7:55 O’CLOCK THIS 
MORNING. 


All Marched to the Gallows Firmly and 
‘the Awful Tragedy Was Without 
Hitch—In Eight Minutes Life Was 
Declared Extinct in Each—History of 
the Bloody Crimes for Which They 
Suffered. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 9.—At sunrise this 
morning Dennis McCarthy, Stephen Hite, 
Grant Thomas, colored, and Nelson Lewis, 
colored, paid upon the scaffold the penalty of 
willfal murder. 

At 7:45 o’clock the four condemned men 
entered the yard ofthe jail and saw forthe 
Orsttime the scaffold where death awaited 
them. Up the steps of the scaffold they 
marched, Hite leading. He walked firmly 
across beneath the noose to the west, Mc- 
Carthy next to him, Thomas next and Lewis 
under the noose to the east. 

All but Thomas stood with bowed heads. 
He looked about atthe crowd and bowed to 
men he knew inthe crowd, andat the win- 
dows ofthe jall. The deputies arranged the 
nooses and pinioned the men at 7:48 o’clock. 
Hite, while being pinioned, kicked off the 
slippers he wore. The priests talked con- 
tinually to Hite and McCarthy, and the 
colored ministers spoke occasionally to 
Thomas and Lewis. Thomas glanced curi- 
ously at the rope and beam above him. 

At 7:47 o’clock the cap was adjusted over 
McCarthy’s head, and then quickly over the 
others. Notonespoke. The noose was then 
adjusted on Hite, Thomas, McCarthy and 
Lewis at 7:49. All stood firm. McCarthy 
yawned as the noose was adjusted. 

THE DROP FELL. 
At7:34the dropfell. Hite struggled from

the first. Grant Thomas’ arm drew up and 
McCarthy’s hands moved convulsively. 
Lewis hung limp. At 7:56 Lewis had not 
moved, and toall appearances his neck had 
been broken by the drop. The struggles of 
the others grew less. At 7:57 the doctors 
found Lewis’ pulse 128, but it quickly fell to 
72. Thomas’ pulse was 120. Hite’s was 44. 
McCarthy’s pulse at 7:58 was 98. At 7:59 Grant 
Thomas’ pulse, half a minute later, was im- 
perceptible. At the same moment Hite’s 
pulse could not be counted. At 8 o’clock 
Thomas was the only living man. His pulse 
was 00. 

A faint beating of their hearts could be 
detected for several minutes butat 8:09 
o’clock all four were pronounced dead, 
Thomas at 8:06, Lewis at 8:07, Hite at 8.02, 
while Mc arthy held longer to life. 

‘After midnight for hours the silence of the 
@eath section of the jal) was only interrupted 
by the occasional stir of one of the prisoners 
who was trying to gain a little sleep. 

On the outside of the jail all was qulet. 
The crow4d found that they would have to 
stand in the cold al! night, so they left to get 
ashortrest. Afterthis the streets became 
still and few people were passing. The police 
stretched ropes across the pavement at each 
end of the jail and down the front sothat no 
one could pass onthat side. When the City 
Hall clock struck four, the jail presenteda 
livelier appearance on the inside. 

AWAKENED FOR DEATH. 

Hite was aroused at 4:30 o’clock. Several 
persons were admitted, and they accident- 
ally made some Bolse. At 4:30 o’clock Me- 
Carthy awoke and fell on his knees in the 
middie of hiscell. Almost atthe same time 
Grant Thomas, who had smoked several 
cigars, went to a corner of his cell, and turn- 
ing his face toward the wall, begnnto pray. 

Nelson Lewis awoke at 5 o'clock. Every. 
ene was deeply affected, when, at 6 o'clock, 
Mrs. Hite and her child and Iiite’s sister bade 
the condemned man farewell. Their sobs 
showed the anguish that filledthem. His

sister was the first to say good-bye. She had 
had a long watch on the death cell and was 
worn out. The wife and sister made two at- 
tempts before they could break awuy, and 
left the cell tna fiood oftears. Hite 
bowed his head onthe barred window, then 
entered his cell and began praying aloud, 
‘At 6:10 o’clock Minerva Thomas, mother of 
Grant Thomas, P. Alexander, a colored Bap- 
tist minister from the country, and Julia 
Paylor, a friend, went into see Thomas. A 
passage was read fromthe Bible. None of 
them made any manifestations. Thomas 
kissed his aged mother repeatedly through 
the bars of his cell, His mother finally began 
to weep and bade her son good-bye. Thomas 
was @& cool and apparently indifferent as

were sung, prayer was offered and the 
preachers told Lewis thatif he had any sins 
hidden he should knee] and makea final ap- 
peal to his Maker. Lewis knelt at once and 
offered a prayer that surprised those who 
heard it. Heasked that peace be among al 
men, 


At 6:15 o’clock Dennis McCarthy put on a! 


neat black sult, white shirt, collar and cuffs. 
He washed his face and combed bis hair and 
beard. Fr. Lawter entered his cell a moment 
later. Fr. Brady, wearing his priestly robes, 
went to Hite’s cell at 6;20 o’clock. They 
prayed together. At this moment services 
were going On in each of the four cells and the 
eTect was most solemn. Some prayed, others 
sang and others exhorted the doomed men. 
THEIR LAST SUNRISE. 

Daylight was now breaking through the 
jail windows. Not more than eight or ten 
persons were in the corridor, all the rela- 
tives having left except Lewis’ brother 
William, who remained to take charge of the 
body. Hesaid he did not want to see his 
brother die, and would remain back in the 
jail. 

At 6:45 o’clock Grant Thomas made a talk 
to his minister. He said: ‘‘I die an inno- 
cent man, and God will punish those who 
swore my life away.’’ 

At 6:55 o’clock, just before the Sheriff en- 
tered, breakfast was brought to Dennis Mc-

Carthy, none of the others wanting any- 
thing, except Thomas, who drank a small 
glass ofwine. Quall, toast, eggs and a cup 
of coffee were Drought to McCarthy, but he 
only ate the toast and eggs and drank a cup 
ofcoffee. He did not touch the meat because 
it was Friday. 

Fr. Lawter watched him eat. McCarthy 
was more attentive to devotional exercises 
than any of the others as the last moments 
came. Until the very minute Sheriff Bell en- 
tered to read the death warrants, the songs, 


prayers and other religious exercises 
were Kept up every second of time. The 
Sheriff then read the death warrants. Then 
the death march. .wasbegon. Sheriff Bell and 
Jailer Balley led. Next went Turnkey Fred 
Bender and Deputies Ludwig and Ragland. 
McCarthy came next witt Deputies Hikes 
and Carroll on either side. Lewis and Thomas 
followed in the order named and they were 
guided by Deputies Bates and Thixton. The 
march was slow and with measured tread, 
Frs. Brady and Lawterand the Revs. Henry 
Bates and Alexander closed the solemn pro- 
cession. After leaving the death section 
they marched to aside doorof the jail and 
entered the yard. Slowly they wended their 
way through the dense crowd, which madea 
sinall opening for them. 

At7:14 o’clock the coffins had been brought 
intothe jail yard and placed beneath the 
scaffold. There was only a small crowd there 
atthe time, fewer than had been present at 
any previous hanging for years. Not more 
than 200 people were in the yard, and the po- 
lice had little trouble in keeping the space for

ten feet around the scaffold clear. There 
were a good many on the walls andthe win- 
dows of the City Hall, and other buildings 
from which aview could be gained were 
packed. Neither of the condemned men 
made any statement onthe scaffold. There 
was not a word uttered, but in prayer. 
Lewis’ neck was broken, but the others 
struggled for some minutes. 
DENNIS M’CARTHY. 

Dennis McCarthy killed his wife and unborn 
babe on Sept. 7, 1891, at their home inthis 
city. He had been a street car driver and 
was a man of bad reputation, often under 
arrest and spending much of his life 
in jail. One charge against him was 
the murder of two men, but he 
was not convicted. After repeated quarrels 
with his wife, he finally accused her of infi- 
delity and, leaving his family, went to St. 
Louis, where he found employment on one 
of the street car lines. Whilein St. Louls he 
wrote his wife that he was coming back to 
Louisville to kill her, a threat which 
he carried into execution. Arriving 
inthis city a few days before the murder 
hearmed himself with a revolver, spent 
inuch time in saloons, and when whisky had 
nerved him to the consummation of the deed 
he called at the tenement where his wite 
lived. Meeting heron the stairway, without 
a wordhe drew his pistol and fired three 
shots, allof which entered her body. She 
fell dead without uttering a cry. 

Since his conviction, Jan. 22 of the present 
year, McCarthy has given noend of trouble, 
and most of the time he has been in solitar 
confinement with practically a death-watc 
over him to guard against suicide. When 
the Court of Appeals overruled itis 
petition for a rehearing three months 
ago’ McCarthy made another attempt 
at suicide. He undertook 
starve himseifand nothing that was put in 
his cellcould tempt him to eat. For three 
weeks he refused to eat a morsel of food, and 
from a healthy, stout man, he made himself 
a oe ee wreck. It was the jail physician’s 
belief that McCa would succeed in his 
purpose, and then the jaller tovk heroic 
measures to insure that the gallows should 
not be cheated of its prey. McCarthy was 
overpowered and his han bound behind. 
The man’s mouth w 
and with a syringe the 
forced gruel and a malt preparat 
the pa lent’s tan and then

 poqmed indifferent towhat was going on 
in his own case, and when let out into the 
jail corridor never talked to the prisoners 
about him. 


STEPHEN R. HITE. 

The saddest case of the quartette was that 
of Stephen R. Hite. Hite stabbed Albert 
Baurmann to death on Sept. 20, 1891, because 
Baurmann would not share with him a 
bucket of beer the victim was taking home 
from the corner grocery. 

He leaves a wife and beautiful little daugh- 
ter, who have been devoted to him through- 
out the trial. 

A sad marriage ceremony was performed at 
the jail on the morning of Nov. 80. Hite 
and his wife stood up in the death section and 
Fr. Brady performed the solemn service of 
the Catholic Church. 

Hite wore for his wedding suit the one in 
which he died to-day. By his side stood his 
pretty little daughter, and only the three 
other doomed men and the death watch were 
witnesses. Holy communion was first ad- 
ministered by Fr. York. 

Un Nov. 2 the prisoner and his little 
daughter, Willie, were received into the 
church. The wife and mother was already a 
member, and it was at her request that the 
marriage occurred this morning. It was per- 
haps the only event of the kind 
that ever occurred in an American 
prison. After the ceremony Hite said: 
**You have no idea what terrible mental suf- 
fering i have undergone in the year 1 have 
been here. I can no longer read, although I 
getthe daily papers, and Ido not feel like 
talking. The thought of my wife and child ts 
before me all the time, and I am so sick I can 
Sometimes I think I will not 
live the nine days the law aliowsme. It 
would bea biessingifI wuld die, because 
my daughter would not then have to bear the 
disgrace of her father being hanged.’’ 

_Hite was a saddler by trade and a native of 
Kentucky. He did not have a bad reputation, 
and his crime was solely due to drink. 
Within the past few daysthe thoughtof his 
ignominious death has deeply preyed upon 
ite. He hasspent much of his time in cry- 
ing and crouching in his cell, although he 
professes to care only for the future of his 
wife and his children and nothing for him- 
self. The Court of Appeals recently affirmed 
the decision in Hite’s case, and since that 
time he has been without hope. Previous to 
that time he was the floor boss of ‘*Murder- 
ers’ Row’’ in the jail. He was a model pris- 
ones: and of great assistance to the jail offi-

Little Willie Hite, the murderer’s daughter, 
isabout 8 yearsoid. She its very bright and 
was very fond of her father, whose hand she 
always held through the bars wiile on her 
dally visits with her mother. 

THOMAS AND LEWIS. 
Grant Thomas killed his foster sister and 
Playmate, Birdie Coleman, on Feb. 9, 1892. 
Jealousy was the motive of the deed. The 
evidence against him was wholly circum- 
stantial, but very convincing. Yesterday 
Thomas said: 
**I Know thereis nochance for me, even if 
Ideny the crime on the scaffold, but I can 
not confess the crime without telling a lle. 
Circumstantial evidence is against me, 
Dut God knows I am £ _=innocent, and 
Iknow laminnocent. Iwill declare my in- 
nocence as long asthere is life in my body. 
It isa comfort to me to knowthatlI shall 
die, if I must ale, for the crime of some one 
else and not myself.’’ Thomas was a coal 
Diack negro. He has sung, laughed and 
prayed by turns for the last ten days. 
Nelson Lewis was sentenced for murdering 
@ negro boy in Middletown, this county, last 
November. Hehas found consolation in re- 
ligion and professes his perfect willingness 
to explate his crime upon the scaffold for he 
can sooner enter the heavenly rest. 


A MARRYING MAN. 


Neither Hafdsome Nor Intelligent, bu 
/Jor Among Women. 

wArk., Dec. 9.—Z. L. Goforth, 
who is wanted in Jackson County for big- 
ama, was arrested yesterday at Augusta Dy 
Sherif Marshall Patterson: of Woodruff 
County. Goforth is neither handsome bor 
intelligent, but a very smooth talker. He 
began his matrimonial! career in Indepsnd- 
ence County, Oct. 16, 1881, when he was mar- 


ried to Nancy L. Haywood. How long he 
lived with heris not Krown, but the record 
shows that in 1586 he married Miss W. 
Z. Trent, near Batesville. He next turned 
up in Jackson County, where he won the 
heart and hand of Miss Della Dawson, a 
beautiful country girl. She was married to 
him onthe l4th of last May and buta short 
time after the marriage he deserted her and 
went to Varner, Ripley €o.,; Mo. After a 
brief sojourn inthis town he was forced to 
leave for selling intoxicants ata picnic and 
for gaming on sundays. About a month 
afterwards he went to Woodruff County, and 
after a brief courtship succeeded in captivat- 
ing Miss Lou Hall, whom he induced to 
marry him. When Miss Della Dawson, his 
third wife, returned to Jackson County 
acquainted her two brothers 
the way she had been treated 
they made up their minds to run down the 
bigamistand brig him to justice. They 
finally located himin Woodruff County, and 
first being assured of his identity, placed the 
matter in Sheriff Patterson’s hands, and yes- 
terday he was arrested and jalled. Miss 
Dawson’s neighbors in Jackson County are 
very indignant, and there is no telling what 
the consequences will be if he should be 
brought to that county for trial. Goforth is 
about 35 years old. 


DIPLOMA BROKER. 


Located in an Iowa Dutch Col- 
ony. 
Des Moines, Io0., Dec. 9.—The man Van 
Angelbach, recently mentioned in a London 
cablegram as connected with a diploma fac- 
tory, has been found at Pella,lo. He has 
been operating therefor some time, acting 
as secretary of what is called the National 
University of MLlinois, which is sup- 
posed to be located in Chicago. 
Van Angelbach has been granting 


certificates to many applicants. Official 
recognition was at last taken of him through 
the State Board of Medical Examiners who 
had reason to believe that he had been try- 
ing to dispose of medical diplomas. Corre- 
spondence was commenced .with Van Angel- 
bach through a third party aad letters on 
file with the board, itis, claimed, show that 
he goffered a diploma for $30, making cer- 
tain conditions. A number was agreed 
upon,and the correspondence between Angeli- 
bach and the applicant, who was acfing asa 
detective, was carried on over that instead 
of the proper signature. 

The State board has referred tne matter to 
the Attorney-General of the State. Van 
Angelbach claims to be tnnocent, and ifthere 
isanything crooked about the alleged uni- 
versity he has been duped. He has been 
doing a large business and has had a great 
income, from which hehas lived in high 
style at Pella.

They Come Intoxicated From Club 
Balls to St. Bridget’s Church. 


WHY THE PRIEST ATTACKS SOCIAL 
CLUB DEVOTEES. 


It Is Because ‘“They Drink All Night Till 
Broad Daylight and Then Go to Mass 
in the Morning’’—EBacchanalian Fict- 
ures Seen at Break of Day on Sundays 
—Insulting Note to Fr. Walsh-—The 


Crusads Continues. 


Fr. Wm. Walsh of St. Bridget’s certainly 
has good cause for attacking the ‘‘social 
club’’ system of Saturday night dances. He 
says that these all-night-Saturday-night 
balls are actually kept up until 4:30 and5 
o’clock Sunday morning, the hour for 
early mass, and that the Catholic young 
menand women who have attended them 
then goto mass at St. Bridget’s Church on 
their way home from the Dall, when the 
young men are so intoxicated that they either 
create an unseemly disturbamce or else go 


fast asleep during the services,§ 

‘‘This has occurred so often,’’ said Fr. 
Walsh toa PosT-DISPATCH reporter to-day, 
‘that some of my parishoners bave made a 
formal request of me that the doors of St. 


Bridget’s Church be closed against these 
young people whothustry to perform their 
religious duties after an entire night of 


bacchanalian revelry. 

‘*Let me tell you what I saw the other Sun- 
day morning. It was at 4:30 o’clock, and I 
had just’ dressed and was about to go 
across the street to the church for 
early mass. I opened my window and 
looked out and saw adrunken young man 
sprawled flat across the street-ratiroad track 
while the young girl with him was trying to 
lifthimup. They were returiing nome from 
a Saturday night ball.’”’ 

A WOODBINE STAMPEDE. 

The two Frs. Walsh, Fr. Willlam and his 
nephew, Fr. Thomas, are evidently deter- 
mined to push their war on the social clubs 
toa finish. Following the Post-DISPATCH’S 
account of Fr. Wm. Walsh’s attack last 5un- 
day on the Woodbine Club of Twenty-third 
and Carr streets, that unflinching priest re- 
solved’ to pay a visit of inspection 
to the .Woodbine Club-house, which is 
only a block distant from the parochial 
residénce in St. Bridget’s Parish. it wasl 
o’clock in the afternoon, but there were 
some of the Woodbine members at the club 
rooms, and Fr. Walsh’s approach seems to 
have created a comical stampede among 
them. The father state>.that as he put his 
foot on the stairsto ascend to the rooms, 
he heard a terrific clatter upstairs. One of 
the members startedto rush down and es- 
cape that way, bDutsaw Fr. Walsh and fled 
back in despair. Another ran to the front 
window of the club rooms and threw it up. 

‘‘l was actually afraid that they 
would sometimes jump down to 
the street and hurt themselves in their 
panic,’’ says Fr. Walsh, ‘‘andsolI did not 
pushthemtoit, Iturned and walked away. 
But that little incident shows that the mem- 
bers of the Woodbine Club are boys and not 
men,’’ 

RUSHING THE GROWEER. 
Yesterday, in their reply to Fr. Walsh’s 
attack, published in the Post-DIspPatcH, the 
Woodbine Club protested against the charge 
that it wasa drinking organization. Young 
Fr. Thos. Walsh laughs at this. 

‘*Three nights aiter the club opened up in 
its new quarters,’’ he gaid, ‘‘I passed 
by there, The rooms were brilliantly 
lighted, and the first sight I 
saw was the silhouette of aman against the 
window curtain with acan of beer raised to 
his lips. On Thanksgiving afternoon at 
about 8 o’clock I passed the Woodbine Club 
again. One of its members was rolling a keg 
of beer across to the club from the 
saloon onthe other side the street, anda 
second member was with him, carrying the 
brass faucet for the keg. That looks as if 
they drank, I should thing. 

‘*l visited their old club rooms once. 
They did not know me as I 
went up stairs, as I had my 
coat-collar turned up. I found them witha 
fresh can of beer just Drought in, and they 
bad the nerveto pass it around and drink 
while I was there.’’ 

FR. WALSH RECEIVES AN INSULTING NOTRE. 

Fr. Wm. Waish has recetved an insulting 
note relative to his attack upon the Wood. 
bine Club. It is written by a young man who 
gives his name and address, which the priest 
charitably withholds, although showing the 
note to a PosT-DISPATCH reporter. The 
writer does not live in St. Sridget’s parish, 
but from his entry into the 
Fr. Walsh thinks he must 
member of the Woodbine Club. The note 
addressed to Fr. Walsh makes the calm state- 
ment that ‘‘if the Woodbine Club’s ball next 
Saturday night was for the benefit of st. 
Bridget’s Church, Fr.Walsh would not be ob- 
jecting to it.’’ Itthen notifies the Father that 
**he can light his 10-cent cigar with this 
note.’’ Fr. Walsh contents himself with the 
statement that such a note illustrates the 
effect of the influence of these clubs on young 
men. 

One of the members of the Wooabine Club, 
Fr. Walsh states, has been given an ‘‘ulti- 
matum’’ by his parents. Itis tothe plain 
effect that the boy must either resign from 
the Woodbine or else leave home and take up 
ahs ey mae quarters at theclub-rooms. The 

amily is a prominent one in st. Bridget’s 
parish and Fr. Walsh thinks that their exam- 
ple will be followed by Others, 

Following the publication of his ‘‘antt- 
social club sermon’’ in the Post-DIspaTcH, 
Fr. Walsh has been greatly encouraged by 
expressions of approval from all sides. Mr. 
A. J. P. Garesche, the lawyer, took especial 
occasion to thank Fr. Walsh for the good 
work he was doing In such a field, 

In the meantime the Woodbine Club 1s go- 
ing ahead with its preparations for the ball 
to-morrow night’ The affair now promises 
to be a notable one, for it will probably be 
followed on Sunday morning by some very 
plain talk froni Fr. Walsh lo the pulpit of St.

Nevada Towng Depopulated by the De- 
pression in Silver. 


Carson, Nev., Dec. 9.—The most noticeable 
evidence of Nevada’s depressed condition 
from the low market price of the white metal 
is the constant depopulation of towns which 
a few years ago were thriving and produced 
many thousands Of dollars in goid and 
silver, Virginia City atonetime contained

DENVER, Colo., Dec. 9.—Since silver fell to 
90, mines have constantly been closing and 
almost every day a report is received of some 
property, large or small, discharging men. 


There are hundreds of mineg not being 
worked. Many of them are sniall and their 
output cuts no great figure, but the aggregate 
of persons thrown out of employment ts 
large enough to exercise a material influ- 
ence on the general condition of 
trade, Colorado would onthe 
verge of disaster were it not that 
its resources, other than precious metals, 
have been developed rapidly during the last 
sixoreight years. Last year the agricul- 
tural products of the State exceeded by sev- 
eral millions the whole product of goid, silver 
and lead. Manufacturing and other interests 
have grown largely, but there are large sec- 
tions dependent almost wholly on mining, 
and the merchants of many small towns do 
business with none but miners. The Delief is 
widespread that if the report to the Brus- 
sels conference is decidedly averse to free 
coinage, there will be another heavy drop 
in silver and that halfthe mines now be- 
ing worked will be closed. Under 7 cents it is 
not likely there will be a dozen purely silver 
mines in operation. Banks, merchants and 
stores have put themselves in the strongest 
possible condition to meet the emergency, 
and though the closing of the mines would 
create a general stringency and cause harda- 
ship to thousands of men, it will not ilkely 
precipitate a serious commercial crash. 


FIRES. 


A Narrow Escaps From Death in a Mil- 
waukee BlaZs. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec: 9.—At 2 o’clock 
this morning fire was discovered in the light- 
house squadron armory, on Broadway, by 
Ufficer Shannon. Before he could give the 
alarm there was a loud explosion, breaking 
nearly all the front windows, anda moment 
later a great mass of flames was issuing from 
the center windows on the second floor. The 


fire department quickly arrived on the scene 
and had hardly reached the building when 
the cries of a boy were heard from the roof, 
calling foraladder. The Hayes ladder was 
raised to the roof and two of the firemen and 
one police officer rushed up to the top and 
found huddled on the roof four persons, 
whom od rescued. The persons saved 
were: William Miller, the janitor of the 
building; Mrs. William Miller, his wife; little 
George Miller and Jacob Fitzpatrick, who 
was primarlly responsible for the safety of 
the others, forhe had awakened them from 
what would otherwise have been asleep of 
death. A rough estimate of the damage to 
the vullaing is placed at $2,000, and loss on 
contents $15,000. Nothing is Known of the 
origin of the fire. 


FIRE IN A MINE. 
POTTSVILLE, Pa., Dec. 9.—At an early hour 
this morning fire was discovered in the alir- 
shaft of the Lyttle Coal Co.’s colliery, lo- 
cated at Primrose, a mile anda half west of 


Minersville. A gang had been at work at the 
foot of the slope and were separating to their 
work on different parts of the mine, when 
the fire was discovered near the foot 
of the airshaft. The alarm was imme- 
diately given, and means at once taken to 
subdue the flames before they gained too 
much headway. This is the same colliery 
which was flooded April 20 by the bursting in 
of an unknown body of water, and by which 
teh miners were drowned, 


THE PRE&IDENT’S GRIEF. 


One Sorrow Has Followed Another Since 
His Stay in the White House. 

WASHINGTON, D. ©., Dec. 9.—A personal 
friend of President Harrison, an Ipdianian, 
who passed some hours at the White House a 
few days ago, says the Chief Magistrate has 
changed markedly in the past year. 

**The President expressed no personal dis- 
satisfaction with the result of the election,’’ 
said his friend. ‘*‘HIs only feeling seemed to 
be that of regret at the failure of his party. 
As the conversation progressed we referred 
to private affairs, and I was not surprised to 
have the President say to me, as indicating 
his feelings: ‘Were you toask me how longi 
had been in this position I would answer ten 
years. And during all that time there has not 
been a single week without an added sorrow. 
The ordeals, private and public, are such 
as Ido not care to have repeated in my expe- 
rience.’ ’’ 


Diamonds in Idaho. 


BoIseE City, Idaho,Dec. 9.—ReeseWalter, As- 
sessor-elect of Ada County, thinks that won- 
derful rich diamond fields have been dis- 
covered on the south bank of Snake -River, 
east of Walter’s Ferry, ana accompanied by 


halfa dozen friends, started forthe scene of 
the reputed bonanza to make the locations. 
The discovery was made by a party of sur- 
veyors who were at work at the site of a pro- 
posed damatthe mouth of Brunea River in 
Owyhe County. The engineers, suspecting 
that the pecullar white stones might be 
valuable, sent a quantity of them to Portland 
for examination, and were quickly assured 
that they had run across genuine diamonds. 
City Attorney Stevenson said that he had 
been assured that the formation of the 
ground in which the diamonds were embed- 
ded was of exactly the same nature as that 
of the famous Kimberly diamond mines in 
South Africa. 


Cigarettes Killed Him. 

CuicaGco, lll., Dec. 9.—Cigarettes killed 
Axel Anderson. He began as a moderate 
smoker, but increased the rateto one, two, 
three and four packages a day. This rate 
satisfied the longing for atime, but gradu- 
ally five, six, sevenand eight packages be- 
came successively the daily limit. While 
walking in the street he was seized with one 
of the resultant spells of dizziness. Unable 
to check the fall, his head struck violently on 
the sidewalk, causing meningitis, from 
which he died.

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Archbishop Katzer Says the Conference 
_ Opposed Satolli’s Views. 


THE PAPAL LEGATE NOT VESTED WITH 
AUTHORITY ON THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 


The Milwaukee Metropolitan and His 
Secretary Give Out Some Information 
About the Address Which Has Created 
Such a Stir—Satolli’s Powers Defined— 
General Religious News. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 9.—Archbishop 
Kater of this city is one of the leaders among 
the Oatholic clergy of America opposing the 
Faribault school system. He was asked his 
opinion of Mgr. Satolii’s practical indorse- 
ment of the Faribault system before the re- 
cent Archiepiscopal Conference in New York 
as reported from St. Louis. The hbishop 
became excited, declared that he was tkor- 
oughly familiar with its contents, but would 
not discuss it. 

Mer. Seininger, who was present, sug- 
gested that the Archbishop might show to 
the reporter aletter he had received from 
Dr. D. J. O'Connell, Mgr. Satolli’s compan- 
fon, With reference to the pamphlet, from 
which the report, alleged to have been sent 
out from St. Louis, is taken. The Archbishop 
produced the letter. It is dated Nov. 26, and 
in it Dr, O'Connell says: ‘‘1 do not think it 1s 
the Opinion of Mgr. Satolli that the responsi- 
bility Of the pamphlet rests withthe Arch- 
bishop. 

‘*By the pamphlet is meant this dispatch 
which reports quite accurately the speech of 
Mgr. Satollt,’’ said the Archbishop. 

“Do you mean™tosay that Mr. O’Connell 
holds that the suggestions of Mer. Satolli are 
not obligatory upon the Archbishop?’’ was 
asked, 

‘*They are not. They are Maer. Satolli’s 
personal opinions,’’ the Archbishop ex- 
plained. 

Mgr. Seininaer made this explanation: 

**Although the speech of Mar. Satolli was 
read and discussed at the late Archiepiscopal 
Conferencs it was not adopted. Moreover, 
the resolution which pledged adherence 


to the rules laid down at the 
Council of Baltimore was adopt- 
instead, About twelve days 


ago we received a pamphlet printed in Latin 
and English and containing Mer. Satolli’s 
speech in full. We expressed surprise at the 
publication ofthe pamphlet and the speech, 
since the latter had left no impression upon 
the action of the Archbishops and was not 
adopted. Inareply toa query we receiveda 
letter from Dr. O’Connell. Now, the St. 
Louls dispatch is taken direct from the pam- 
phiet. Itisa verbatim copy of the English 
version, and, considering that the pampblet 
had been in our possession twelve days and 
had been distributed through ali the cities of 
the country, the subject of the dispatch is 
pretty stale.’’ 

‘Is the speechof Mer. Satolli objectiona- 
ble?’’ was asked of Mgr. Seininger. 

‘*Itis certainly,’’ he replied. ‘*‘Otherwise 
the council would have adopted it. The 

reat majority of the archbishops and 

ishops are opposed to mixing with the 
State.’’ 

ve s Mer. Satollinot represent the views 
of the Pope?’’ 

**We have no reason to bellieve,’’ said Mer. 
Seininger, *‘that the Holy Father holds the 
same Views. Wehavea most positive proof 
that he doesnot favor the Faribault plan, 
while Mur. Satolli’s suggestions are practi- 
er plea for the adoption of that plan.’’ 

‘‘Is% not a fact that the heirarchy, the 
archbishops in America, are split up over 
the »Ol question?’’ 

.**Phey are not,’’ Mer. Seininger replied. 
‘There may be one exception, that Is all. 
All the rest are agreed that it is impossible to 
reconcile Catholics with public schools.’’ 

As there is so much controversy about 
Satolli’s mission in America, the following 
communication from one versed in canon 
law, om the extent of the powers possessed 
~d the papal delegate will be found interest- 
ng: 


Jo the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 


Were one to judge from the newspaper reports, 
weshould conclude that something extraordinary 
bas been done in the appointment of Mgr. Satolli as 
Papal Delegate to this country, and that his powers 
‘to hear and determine causes between bishops and 
priests without appeal,’’ is something wonderful, if 
notincomprehensible. Now there is nothing ex- 
traordinary in this appointment whatever, aud his 
mission has nothing wonderful about it. To those 
who have the slightest tincture of canon law, both 
the commission and the form of the com:mission— 
tppeliatione remota (without appeal) isa very or- 
éinary affair.and can be distasteful to those only who 
sre interested and who wish to override all law as 
constituted and make themselves supreme. 

The facts are simply these: Many causes have 
been @ aled by priests against their bishops to the 
bupreme Court—KHome. Instead of ealling these 
casos to Rome, the Pope has, in accordance with the 
canons, commissioned his delegate, Mgr. Satolli, to

CHURCH AND PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

The utterance of Mgr. Satolli, the spe- 
cial envoy of the Vatican in this country, 
on the public school question is interest- 
ing and important as indicating the broad- 
ened view and changing attitude ot church 
dignitaries with reference to the public 
schools. It may be taken as a modified 
indorsement of Archbishop Ireland’s Fari- 
bault plan and a recognition of the fact that 
the free schoo) system of the United States 
is a mighty and growing influence which 
the church cannot ignore and which it 
must not only get in harmony with, but 
make use of. 

The discussion of the propriety and prob- 
able effect of this progressive movement 
may be left to churchmen, but one aspect 
of it claims the attention of all thoughtful 
citizens. An element of danger appears 
to be involved in some of the suggestions 
of the papal representative. He discusses 
possible arrangements between church 
and State authorities by which the school 
organization may be utilized by the church 
and possible methods by which church in- 
fluence may be exerted through the 
schools. 

That is dangerous ground. The at- 
titude of any church and its mem- 
bers with reference to the purely secular 
use of the schools is a matter of no concern 
to the body politic, but the slightest move 
or tendency towards using them for de- 
nominational purposes involves a menace 
to both church and State, 

What is true of Catholicism in this con- 
nection is true of Methodism, Presbyter- 
ianism, or any religious denomination. 
The State authorities can enter into no 
arftangement with a denomination or dis- 
tinguish it in any way from the others in 
the matter of the public schools. They 
cannot permit any church, as a church, to 
secure special privileges, exert any influ- 
ence upon or take any part in the manage- 
ment of'the schools without endangering 
the stability and usefulmess of the school 
system, violating popular rights and 
opposing a fundamental principle of free 
government. The rule is general and 
absolute. 

The public schools are established and 
maintained for the free use of all, Oiti- 
zens of all denominations may send their 
children to them or may become teachers 
in them if qualified by education; but 
citizens of no denomination can be al- 
lowed to lay a finger upon them for sec- 
tarian purposes. The right of parents to 
teach their children any religious belief 


outside of the public schools and the 


right to have them exempt from any and 
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all religious influences in the schools are 
co-ordinate. The schools are secular, and 
must be carefully guarded from the blight 
of doctrinal strife.

It may be well to add, however, thata few 
weeks ago there was an unusually large

Death, 


ONE LIVES LONG ENOUGH TO TELL THE 
HORRIBLE STORY. 


: 

His Dying Statement Gives No Clew to 
the Murdérers—Liability of a Collision 
Between Rival Mobs in Mississippi— 
Policeman Sentenced to the Peni- 
tentiary—Murder at Crystal City—De- 
faulting Cashier—General Crime News. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Dec. 9.—The detatis of 
a horrible crime, supposed to be the work of 
the Mafia, reached this city late last night. 
The tragedy, which was nothing less than a 
triple assassination, took place at Convent, 
St. James Parish. The place where the 
crime was committed wasthe levee bank on 
the site of what had been the celebrated 
Nita Crevasse. Itisoneof the most lovely 
spots inthe parish. Deputy Constable Jos. 
Mouton, while riding*tlong the levee, came 
upon the traces of*a terrible strugzie. A 
little further on he found two dead bodies. 
Investigating the matter further Mouton 
came Upon a man badly wounded and nearly 
dead. The man was quickly attended by 
physicians, and after a time recovered suf- 
ficiently to tell the following story: 

‘‘My name is Stephed Areta. Tuesday 
night I and two friends, one pamed Antonio 
Paoli and another whose name I do not 
know, met four menat the French Market. 
The men, at farasI know, are Luiz Lugio, 
Sabbato Marew and two others whose 
names are unknown. Paoli, our friend and 
myself had just returned from working in 
St. Charles Parish, near Colona post-office. 
The four men we met induced usto goto St. 
James’ Parish ‘under promise of getting us 
more work, Weleft New Orleans Wednes- 
day night and took the train, checking our 
baggage for Convent Station. One of the 
four men left the party. I do 
not know why, but suspect that be 
was in the plot to kill us and 
weakened. When we got to the levee 
Lugio asked me what time it was. I pulled 
out my watch, and as I replied thatit was 
just 10:30 o’clock Lugio shot me in the back, 
My two companions were standing near me 
atthetime. Marew stood by the unknown 
young man who was with me, and the sixth 
man, the stranger, was Dy Paoli. As Lugio 
shot me the sixth man drewa knife and 
slashed the young man near him, He fled 
with his assailant in pursuit. He stumbled 
and fell near the canebrake, and the man 
chasing him cut his throat from ear to ear. 
While this was going on Marew crept near 
Paoli and shot him through the head. Luglio 
thought I was dead and ranaway. The oth- 
ers did likewise and I crawled to the farm- 
house of Mr. Kahn.’’ 

Areta will die. He is frightfully wounded 
and it is not Delieved he can stand the trip to 
the city. The case isin the hands of the po- 
lice and every effort will be made to run the 
assassins toearth.

Story-Telling and How it Originated 
Among the Maine Mill Girls. 


From the Lewiston Journal. 

**Monotonous? Well,‘notsovery. Yousee, 
we old weavers can set oOurlooms agoing and 
tell stories; and many isthe continued story 
I have read in the mill.’’ 

The Journal watched the bright-eyed woman 
who had worked in the mill for nearly twenty 
years, as she tended her looms justin time to 
save a break-out, and then asked: ‘‘Tell 
stories? Storiesthat you have read do you 
mean?’’ 

‘*No, mostly stories we makeup as we go 
along. You see thetime usedto be so long 
before the ten-hour law was passed we girls 
took totelling storles—spinning yarns with 
just a thread of truth in them foreach other’s 
amusement. Why, some of Aubarn’s and 
Lewiston’s best storv-tellers got their facility 
inthis way. There’s Mrs. —— worked here 
fifteen years ago, and whenever I hear of 
what a nice hand She Is to tell stories (for she 
is married now and goes In the best of so- 
ciety) I think how her stories used to flash 
across the wacps.’’ 

**Do the overseers like it?’’ 

‘*] guess they don’t object much to our 
talking. It Is against the rules to read, 
though; but if a girl Is a good workwoman 
the overseer and second hand look the other 
way when a book or paperisinsight. The 
room girls have the best chance, and some- 
times even take their washing into the mill 
and doitin the dressing rooms whilie walting 
for work; then again they are busier than 
even the weavers. You see ail the cioth goes 
through a close inspection in the cloth-room, 
and as any serious imperfections in cloth of 
our weaving mean the deduction of the 
value of a cut or half a cut from the 
weaver’s pay, it stands usin hand toewatch 
our work carefully; besides,‘‘breakouts’’ are 
bad things to mend. And yet the conversa- 
tion that goes on in a day would furnish 
material for histories and romances nota 
few. Subscriptions are circulated, societies 
formed, soliciting accomplished, no matter 
how loud the buzz of the machinery.’’ 

And the Journal man, long afterthe whirr of 
the machinery had ceased to fill his ears, 
thought ofthe joy and sorrow and the tints 
thut are dally woven into the warp of human 
life while the fragile, mortal fabrics are 
grow ing into beauty beneath the mill girls’ 
toucn,

AN INTERESTING EXHIEIT. 


The Story cf the Fishing Industry at the 
Chicago Exposition. 
From Harper’s Weekly. 
An interesting historical exhibit In two 
series will be disposed tn this sectionand in 
the great central hall of the Fisheries Bulild- 


| ing as a part of the large collection of mod- 


els and full-sized specimens of various types 
of boats and vessels engaged in the fisheries. 
About thirty models of fishing vessels will 
illustrate the evolution of the fishing craft 
from 1626 tothis year of grace for the pre- 
sentation of history; these are worked up 
from the architects’ plans, and 


|the rigged models are completed according 


to the sallors’ plans, a point considered as 
important as the construction. A collection 
of drawings, paintings, etc., will be added, 
with the rigged and sectional models, and 
different kinds of plans. The typical archl- 
tectural series is to begin with the ancient 
form of the Sparrow-hawk that was driven 
ashore by a gale in Barnstable Bay, where, in 
1865, alter having been burled for more than 
two centuries, this old-time craft 
was unearthed to add another light 
to the perpetual torch proces- 
sion of history. Suchitypes as the Burgess 
craft Fredonia will fill out the scale atthe 
more modern end. Tie forms called snows 
and ketches were some of the early types of 
fishing craft. The first marked tmprovement 
inthe American fishing vessels was the in- 
vention of the schooner rig early in the 
eighteenth century, and the second event of 
consequence in the history of the nation’s 
fishing fleet was the change from blunt to 
clipper schooners, in which again revzent im- 
portant modifications have been made. 

A full series of small boats will illustrate 
the varied types, from the Esquimau Kayak 
to the elaborately finished and sometimes 
magnificently. fitted peoenes boats, con- 
structed with all possible working perfection 
and elegance. The construction of vessels is 
to be illustrated in representations of ship- 
yards, boat manufactories, and tools by 
means of specimens,models and photographs. 
A synoptical series of fishing apparatus of 
the principal types, trom the  primi- 


‘tive forms used by ths Intians and Esqul- 


mauxtothe highest specialized types devel- 
oped for angling, will be presented in modeis 
and other varieties of illustration. The 
models of fishermen wiil bea striking feat- 
ure, and someof theseare tobe shown on 
full-sized specimens or sections of vessels 
and boats, with their aparatus, to Ulustrate 
special fisheries or fishery operations. 

The spears believed to have been used first 
in taking fish; next, the hook and line; and 
finally, the net. One of the interesting fea- 
tures in the fishing exhibit will be the differ- 
ent forms of aboriginalapparatus. The In- 
dians of the Northwest, who, like the anclent 
Ichthyophagl, exist almost solely upon the 
animal life of the sea, and who, onthe en- 
tire coast, have the upper HMmpbs better 
developed than the lower ones from 
the use of the paddle, will be represented 
by a distinctive series. The Makah Indians, 
inhabiting the region of Cape Flattery, wnose 
tribal name Is Knenutt- chechat, are the only 
ones south of Alaska who actively engage in 
whaling; but they did not acquire the art 
from white men, and still empioy the appa- 
ratus and processes which have come down 
to them through untold generations. 
These whalemenp are equally skill- 
ful in the management of their 
canoes, made of cedar, and in the manu- 
facture of theirown fishing apparatus. All 
thelr whaling implements used In capture 
are held in special regard, and handed down 
from one generation to another, with the be- 
lief that it is unlucky to part withthem. The 
largest and best canoes of these flshermen 
are made by the Clyognots and Nittinats on 
Vancouver Island, where the Indian models 
his graceful canoe by the eye, with 
little recourse to absolute measure- 
ments. These are the tribes who believe 
their ancestors werethe offspring of a star 
that fell from heaven and some animal, 
Their method of whaling, at least, is entire- 
ly different from that of other men. They 
wear bear skin cloaks (artleitquitl), and 
show themselves extremely feariess in mak- 
ing long voyuges at sea and attacking the 
whale. 

The different Kinds of sefines in the order of 
development, and traced back to the sweep- 
net—the ancient sagena, the oldest form of 
which any distinct record ts known—will con- 
stitute another great series, as representing 
the enormous apparatus developed for cap- 
ture in this form with the two divisions of 
fixed and movable nets, compared with 
which the fabrication among the 
ancient Greeks and Romans — of 
which Ossian says that a fisher might re- 
hearse 1,000 times, ‘‘intractabie in smoother 
verse’’—is made to appear insignificant, In 
commercial fishing on a large scale, nets are 
sometimes used which are amile in length 
hauled in by a windlass, sometimes work 
by a steam engine instead of the wer of 

or men. A _ trawl-line is made 
1,000 hooks, Dynamite 
explosives are used 
in fishing, and a device in poaching is the 
explosion of torpedoes beneath the water. 
The most important use is made of the hook 
and line, of nets and weirs. The greatest in- 
crease in commercial fishing in the latter 
half of this century has been in X soany “sea 
fishin attributed principally to t 
parat vely new process of trawl!

The 
vessels used in recent methods of fishing are 
built larger than those of any previous time, 
and carry ice in great quantities, al- 
th attended by steam-cutters 
convey the catch directly to 
port. The wonderful appliances for sea- 
diving will be a series to attract attention, 
the development of apparatus of all kinds 
completely illustrating the vast increase in 
the appreciation of the ‘‘goiden mines,’’ as 
the fisheries were eames, with good reason 
by the Dutch, who in going a-fishing raised 
themegelves to opulence.

Wrestling With Amendments to the Con- 
" stitution—Entertainment Last Night. 
Delegates to the Journeymen Barbers’ 
Convention attended a musical anda literary 
entertainment at the Exposition Bullding 
last night and enjoyed a varied and interest- 
ing programme. The affair was given 
by the local barbers in honor 
of the visiting members of the 


craft and was entirely sucessful. The bill was 
elaborate and the numbers all admirably 
given.

To-day this business consumed the entire 
forenoon, and theend is not yetin sight. 
The most Important change made in the con- 
stitution was the insertion of a plank 
providing for a ‘‘sinking, defense and 
organizing fund.’’ The convention decided 
that the money, which is to be used in as- 
sisting the organization of subordinate un- 
ions and carrying on fights which the body 
May raise or espouse, shall be collected by 
periodical assessments. The order has a 
membership of 4,000, and as it is rapidly 
growing it is thought that a small individual 
assessment per month wiil suffice to raise 
avery considerable sum in the course ofa 
year. The proposed changes in the pro- 
gramme relating to Sunday closing, early 
closing and insurance have not yet been 
reached. They are among the most im- 
portant {measures contemplated by the 
union. A big fight for Sunday-closing will 
be made and the first gun will be fired to- 
night at an open meeting to be held 
at Central Turner Hall. The chief obstacle 
in the way of carrying out this reform in this 
city is found in the opposition of the St. 
Louls Barbers’ Union, composed of shop pro- 
prietors who are using their influence to pre- 
vent legislation compelling the closing of the 
shops on Sunday, and the principal object of 
the open meeting is to provide a means 
of conferring and arguing with the 
proprietors of shops upon the advisability of 
working only six days each week. The mem- 
bers ofthe st. Louis Barbers’ Union have 
been invited to attend the meeting, and in 
the general discussion which is expected to 
take place the journeymen will endeavor to 
convince the proprietors that their business 
will not be curtailed by the 
change. They will cite the ex- 
perience of shop owners in other 
places where the doors have been closed on 
Sundays without incurring a diminution in 
the volume of business done for the seven 
days,and thus endeavor to induce the pro- 
prietors to withdraw thelr opposition. ‘This 
is thought a better and cheaper plan than to 
try to secure legislation against the wishes of 
the men who own barber shops. The con- 
venience of the public does pot enter 
into the plans of the barbers, who say 
that people will have to get shaved anyway, 
andirf the shopsare closed on Sunday they 
willhave their faces scrapedon Saturday. 
Speeches will be made at the meeting by 
President Meyers and a number of delegates 
on this and other matters affecting the inter- 
ests of the trade, and shop proprietors will 
also be heard. 

The delegates decided to-day to have their 
photographs taken ina body as souvenirs of 
the fifth annual convention. 


LABOR NEWS. 


Rock Island Operators’ Strike On in Full 
Force. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Dec. 9.—Chief Ramsey of the 
Order of Rallway Telegraphers, declared to- 
day that the Rock Island strike was on in full 
force despite General Manager St. John’s 
denials and counter-statements. ‘*‘The Rock 
Island side tracks,’’ said Mr. Ramsey, ‘‘are 
already blockaded with freight trains and 
the freight business of the road is ata stand- 
still.’’ 

Grand Chief Ramsey and his constituents 
who are in secret session to-day, have lef 
their headquarters at the Palmer House in 
charge of one their operators to furnish in- 
formation to the press. 

He assured callersthat the strike was still 
on and that 8 per cent of-the men on the 
road were out to-day. 

On the other hand, General Manager St. 
John assures callers that there is no strike. 
‘*We are doing business as usual,’’ said he, 
‘‘and know nothing ofa strike. A fewofour 
operators may have left their staiions, 
but we don’t feel their absence, 
and our trains, both passenger and 
freight, are moving on _ schedule time, 
except where snowstorms have caused de- 
lay. We want no operators, and have 
authorized no man or agency to engage oper- 
ators forus. The manat the Grand Union 
Hotel who is engaging men is doing so on his 
own responsibility, perhaps, hoping that he 
may be able to turn them over to us.

SUPT. MUELLER REBELS, 


He Will Not Submit to Dr. Brennan’s Dic. 
tation. 

There is trouble bet ween Dr. Ernest Muel- 
ler, Superintendeut of the Insane Asylum, 
and Health Commissioner Wm. N. Brennan 
on account of the wholesale dismissals of 
trusted and experienced employes of the 
asylum by the Health Commissioner to make 
room for ‘‘push’’ favorites. After nine of 
his subordinates had beén dismissed, Dr. 


Mueller protested, when he received a note 
from the Health Commissioner on Nov. 29 to 
the effect that on and after Dec, 1, 
the services of Pauline Goetz would be no 
longer required. Dr. Mueller replied that he 
would retain Mrs. Goetg in her position, add- 
ing that he regarded the intended removal of 
a pérson who had faithfully worked for the 
welfare of the institution as an interference 
with the Superintendent’s duties and an act 
calculated to demoralize the service. The 
very sa me day, Nov. 29, Dr. Mueller recelved 
a notice from the Health Commissioner that 
Dr. Chettick Mortland was appointed 
as assistant physician at the asylum in place 
of Dr. Geo. L. Kearney, removed. Dr. 
Mueller replied that he would in this in- 
stance refuse to be governed by the commis- 
sioner’s orders, stating that ‘‘I donot know 
of any provision in the ordinances which 
gives youtnerightto deliberately interfere 
with end demoralize the workings of the in- 
stitution.’’ Dr. Kearney is still performing 
his duties at the Insane Asylum and Dr. 
Mortiand Its ‘‘reporting for duty’’ every day. 

Health Commissioner Brennan was asked 
to-day if he intended to reply to Dr: Muel- 
ler’s letter, in which the Superintendent re- 
fused to recognize the Commissioner’s dis- 
missal of Dr..Kearney and the appointment 
of Dr. Mortiand. He said that hedid not 
intend to take any notice of it. 

‘Dr. Mueller has discharged more em- 
ployes and attendants from the asylum than 
lhave,and yethe disputes my right to fre. 
move those under him. He discharged or at 
least suspended Dr. Banks several months 
ago for incompetency, but he protests wien 
Iremovea female attendant.’’ ‘‘How will 
the present anomaly of twoassistant phy- 
sicians at the asylum be solved?’’ 

‘*Simply by a compliance with the Health 
Commissioner’s orders.’’ Dr. Brennan 
stated that he removed Dr. Kearney for 
cause, but he would not say what was the 
cause, He ascribed Dr. Mueller’s 
protest to an error of judgment, 
and he remarked with a grim irony that the 
first revolt against the Health Commis. 
sioner’s office came from the lunatic asylum. 
Inanswer to a question Dr. Brennan said 
that the removal of Dr. Mueller himself has 
not been contemplated as yet.

isan American, butjher beauty isthatof 
Spain, quite mignonne, with dark hair and 
lustrous black eyes. In appearance she is 
hardly past 20 years and in_s this 
instance appearances do not deceive. Mme. 
Bilauvelt isan artist beyond her years. Her 
first words were in complimentto the musi-

When President George Capen was puton 
the stand to testify in the famous patent sult 
brought by Dr, Wellington Adams, the in- 
ventor, against the Lindell Railway Co, of 
St. Louls, he looked in dismay at the array of 
models on the lawyers’ tables, and replied 


hopelessly to the first question put to him 
about them. ~ 

‘*] don’t Know. 
brains.’’ 

That was several months ago. Since that 
time the Edison General Electric Co.,: a 
gigantic organization that controls most of 
the electric appliances used on street car 
lines in the country, has entered the suit to 
fight Dr. Adams, as it guarantees protection 
to all. the companies that buy from it; 
the models have increased in number, and 
enough expert testimony has been taken to 
flllseveral large volumes. The mechanical 
brains of Judge Amos R. Thayer of the United 
States District Court will be sorely tried 
when he comes to gothrough allthis testi- 
mony, as he will have to do early next year 
in order to reach a decision.

patented in 1883 from St. Louis, the principle 
upon which all their street car motors are 
now made. ‘The essence of that principle is 
the application of the electric current to the 
axies by means of a motor attached to only 
one axle firmly, the attachments to the rest 
being flexible. Dr. Adams asks for an in- 
junction against the company using the prin- 
ciple and for an accounting of the profits 
from the manufacture of the motors by the 
generalcompany. If he proves his case and 
wins his suit, his wealth will be counted by 
millions,and the Edison General Electric 
Co. will have nothing to sell the street 
car companies. 

So great an amount of money being iIn- 
volved, of course neither side issparing ex- 
pense inthe suit. Dr, Adams hastaken the 
testimony of _§ all his witnesses, the 
other side has examined all of theirs, 
and this week Dr. Adams began 
offering testimony in rebuttal. he 
examination of witnesses took place ina 
large room on the eighth floor of the Bank of 
Commerce building. Dr. Adams was repre- 
sented by Upton M. Young, Given Campbell, 
Fowler & Fowler, Marcellus Balley of Wash- 
ington (who took out the first Bell Telephone 
patent, by the way) and Parkinson & Parkin- 
son of New York. 

The Edinson Co. was represented by 
Eaton & Lewis of New York, Betts, Atter- 
bury, Hyde & Betts of New York, and 
Boyle, Adams & McKeighan of New York. 

Dr. Adams has put witnesses on the stand 
to prove that the motor he invented In 1883 is 
the same as that used by the Kdwin 
company now, and that he had 
this this motor attached then 
toanexperimentai railwayin the Missouri 
Glass Works at Third and Yine, upon which 
many prcee rode. The Edison company 
through its witnesses has claimed that his 
patent was not broad enough to cover their 
motors. To-day W.M. Osborn’s testimony 
was taken to prove that the models presented 
by Dr. Adams were made from the patent de- 
scription. 

The case will be appealed from Judge 
Thayer, as soon as he decides it, to the 
United states Court of Appeals, sitting in St. 
Louls, which has final jurisdiction. Its de- 
cision will be rendered within a year from

THE RIBOT MINISTRY RECEIVED WITH 
HEARTY APPROVAL | 


Bensational Cherges at the Ahlwardt 
Trial in Berlin—English Farmers Favor 
Protective Tariff—Political Crisis Im- 
minent at Buenos Ayres—Typhoid Epi- 
demic in Mexico—Foreign News. 


PaRIs, Dec. 9.—Soon after 6 o’clock yester 
Gay evening a cluster of people was observed 
reading ona poster onthe walls of the Min- 
istry of Marine building the declaration 
which had beed read tremblingly only two 
hours before by Premier Ribot. The speed 
with which the poster was got out indicates 
the intense anxiety with which the Govern- 
Mentis watchingand which itis powerless 
to withstand, what is throughout called 
@ conspiracy, not only against the 
Republic, but against the State. 
Couched in terms of high-minded patriotism 
M. Ribot’s statement places recent incidents 
in their proper perspective, recalling thea 
Dut frenzied or bewitched deputies to 4 
sense of their responsibilities and obliga- 
tions. Had yesterday's attempt failed to 
bring quietude, President Carnot himself 
would have been insulted, and his official 
existence would have been menaced. Hap- 
pily, time and cleverness working on the 
same side, discovered how to 
avert the thunderbolt. The ambas- 
sadors representative of the two 
parties to the PDriebund watched Premier 
Ribot’s literally trembling fingers as they 
fumbled the leaves of his statement. All 
listened with breathless expectancy. The 
first expression of assent came with the 
words *‘Full light and prompt decisions.’’

MONETARY CONFERENCE, 


BI- METALLISTS CONDEMN THE ACTION OF GREAT 
BRITAIN. 

BRUSSELS, Dec. 9.—The bi-metallist dele- 
gates tothe International Monetary Confer- 
ence are discussing whether or not they shall 
unite in signing a memorandum on the ob- 
struction offered by Great Britain to a de- 
termination of the questions before the 
conference. If the conference resumes its 
sittings after a prolonged adjournment such 
a protest is conceived likely to induce the 
British Government to present to the confer- 
ence a decided policy through its delegates 
acting in union thereon. The present British 
delegation appears to have been sent pur- 
posely to muddlethe proceedings. There is 
no cohesion among the British repre- 
Sentatives, elther as to principles or 
procedure. Each delegate appears to act 
as an individual agent, except Sir C. Rivers 
Wilson and Sir Fremantle, Deputy Master of 
the British Mint, the latter of whom used his 
official position to disclaim any responsibili- 
ty for the proposals presented by Mr. Alfred 
de Rothschild. 

Mr. Bertram Currie and Sir William Houlds- 
worth have not a single idea in common, and 
they have a strong mutual con- 
tempt for each other's views. 
Neither Gen. Strachesy nor Sir Guild- 
ford Molesworth, the Indian delegates, have 
official orders asto the course to take. It 
has been made clear that the British Govern- 
ment has purposely avoided giving any in- 
structions tending tothe common action of 
its delegates upon any point whatever. It is 
now obvious that this course was designed to 
foil the eonference in coming to any general 
or special solution of the silver question. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 
POLITICAL CRISIS IMMINENT AT BUENOS 


ATRES. 
BUENOS AYRES, Dec. 9.—A political crisis is 


e bene The Senate by a two-thirds vote 
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suspended from duty all judges who tried 
Pizarro on charges of frauds. During the 
debate it was declared thatall the members 
of the judiciary were corrupt. In many 
places this opinion is confirmed. 

There is trouble in the Cabinet over the ac- 
tion of the Senate and the President’s pro- 
longed indecision on important questions. 

Congress has reduced the army to 10,500 
men. Dispatches from Porto Alegre say that 
the Government has munifested its pleasure 
overthe arrest of many Federalists on the 
frontier in the Province of Corrientes, 
Argentina. But in Argentina a <differ- 
ent sentiment prevails. The resi- 
dents of the province believe the pursuit and 
capture to be a violation of foreign territory 
contrary to political usages. There is likely 
to be a ilvely dispute between Brazil and 
Argentina over the question.

IRON TRADE, 


Dealers Waiting for the Action of Con- 
gress. 

CLEVELAND, 0., Dec. 9.—In its comments 
on the conditions of the iron and ore market 
the Jron Trade Review says: There is wait- 
ing intheiron trade and with the waiting 
there is quietness. If Mr. Cleveland and the 
leaders of his party would announce whether 
or no an extra session of UVongress is looked 
for, and if yes, what manner of tariff legisla- 
tion is on the programme, there would be an 
end to so much of the present hesitation as is 


begotten of political uncertainty. Quietness ts 
to be looked for in many lines, preliminary to 
stock taking, and itis not unusual to have a 
brief lull before the opening of a new year, 
but reports agree that the existing 
condition has more in it than the time of the 
year. Two weeks ago wewrote that ‘‘the 
conditions surrounding the iron trade are 
such as to give the warrant of solidity to 
every symptom that counts for the better.’’ 
Decreasing pig-iron stocks and the probabll- 
ity that furnaces out of blast would bekept 
on the idle list by the conservative policy the 
existing uncertainty enjoined upon the pri- 
mary department of the iron market war- 
ranted the statement. To-day the situation 
seems more unsettied. ‘Transactions in 
nearly every primary Market are fe- 
duced to the 100-ton and 200-ton 
Dasis. Yet prices are not quotably low- 
er. Makers of’ raw iron have not been 
put to the test with inquiries for round lots, 
and many large producers who have their 
product sold ahead for several months are 
not disposed to push sales in the face of 
halting demand, Furnace men still have the 
fact of heavy consumption to reinforce their 
claim that after the turn of the yearsuch a 
demand will materiaiize as will hold prices to 
the advance that has been askedin the past 
six weeks. The iron ore Market is tempor- 
arily inaconditionin which it can report 
nothing, for there are no transactions and 
none of any moment are expected until 
after the first of the ear, The 
belief is general among local _ sales 
agents that a goodly number of 
furnaces have not covered their requirements 
up to the opening of navigation and that 
there is Btcpess of considerable winter 
buying, there is°a general operation of 
furnaces running on Lake Superior ores. 
The reports from the valley, of possible re- 
sumption by furnaces are premature in one 
Instance at least. The Mary furnace art Sst. 
Ruthers, will not blow in for the present and 
no date has been fixed. Sales of pig iron 
in the Cleveland market are practically on 
the basis of the past month. Sellers are not 
forcing matters in the evident disposition of 
buyers to keep closer than ever to the wants 
of the immediate future. The situation in the 
miils continnes to be that Of Operation to the 
fullest capacity, but with orders not coming 
on the books to equal the pace of production, 
Some close competition on pilates is reported 
in recent contracts, and the gradual resump- 
tion of the various ‘departments of the’Car- 
negie mills is echoed in all quarters of the fin- 
ished steel market.
